New York, Jan. 21.—The Nova Scotia

AFFIDAVITS - "WEHE

Defense Claims 
the 


Jury. Was Irregular. 


Boston, Jan. SI.—Lawyers James E. 


Cotter and Asa P. French 'commenced 
yesterday ths argument for a new trial 
and arrest o£ judgment 1^ the caee of. 
Thonms Mead Brarn, convicted of tha 
murder of Captain C. I. Xash of the Her- 
bert Fuller. The government v/a.s-rep- 
resented by District Attorney Sherman 
Hoar and Assistant District Attorneys 
J. H. Casey s.nd F. P. Cabot. 


A number of the jurors who had tried 


the case were present. Among them "were 
the foreman, Rinaldo A. Jack, Oliver J. 
Erlsss, Warren "W. Blake and A. C. 
P'-ord. 


Judges Colt and Webb.having taken 


their Beats on the bench, the case was 
opened by District Attorney Hoar, who 
made a motion affecting the conduct of 
the hearing. He stated that there were 
two motions—one for a new trial, with an 
amendment, and a. second for an arrest 
of judgment. He wanted them not mere- 
ly heard separately, but wanted 
ths 


first motion divided. 


Mr. French objected, saying1 that.rm 


thought the motion ought to be heard as 
a whole. He was supported In this by 
the court. 


Mr. French then set out the grounds al- 


leged In the motion for a new trial, as 
follows: 
'. 


First—Because the verdict is against 


the evidence and the weight thereof. 


Second—Because the interruptions, 


statements of fact, and opinions, and 
examinations oi witnesses by one mem- 
ber of the court during: the trial were 
partial, 
argumentative 
and .unduly 


prejudicial to the defendant In so much 
that the defendant has been deprived oC 
a fair trial and because incompetent and 
prejudicial matter Introduced .by one 
member of the court, by questions and 
statements, and characterizations of the 
defendant and hjs testimony, and of the 
closing argument In his behalf, forced 
the defendant's counsel to.protest in the 
presence of the jury and thereby placed 
themselves In the attitude of antagoniz- 
ing- the opinion of the court, In respect 
.to. a question of sutlt or. Innocence of the 
defendant, and ;because the withdrawal 
of such matter, statements; opinions 
and characterizations (where they were 
withdrawn) could not, and did not, re- 
move the unwarrantable Influence and 
prejudice thereby Injected into the minds 
of the Jurors. 


Third—Because the closing argument 


of the United States attorney was Im- 
proper in tone, language and manner, 
and because its tendency was, and its 
ellect must have been, to unduly excite

disagreeing..

caused inquiry into tho subject which 
will probably result in tho municipal 
ownership of street railroads and lighting 
plants! It is us follows: 


TKe essential difference between streeo 
rallM-uy companies ana railroad corpora- 
tions lies In the fact chat the former Uave 
the ri^hc co use. In common with «ir 
citizens. t.*B public highways, whereae t 
_ 
latler have the exclusive use of tlielr 
ro:iO beds. . In contemplation .of law this 
right 
LO uso the public ways Is frrant- 
ed such companies on ihc. sole srourid 
lliai It Is for the "Interest ol' ihe pub- 
lic" that they be allowed BO to do; tills 
phrase recurring repeatedly In the stuL- 
uLes authorizing: boards or aldermen In 
cUles und the selectmen of towns 
to 
grant, refuse, extend and revoke loca- 
tions. In theory, therefore, the. granting 
of a location Is an accommodation to the 
public, and not a privilege or gift to the 
railway 
company; tr.3 franchise beins 
granted solely for the convenience of all 
the.cltlzen as a method of affording cheap 
and convenient transportation over- pub- 
lic ways. Upon this theory. If It Is found 
that the right of thus using the- street? 
Is profitable bevond a moderate return 
upon the capital actually Invested, it It 
Just to require that the fares be reduced 
or the service Improved. If this remedy 
were proved In practice to be eapy of ap- 
plication, !t would afford the best solu- 
tion of a vexed prc'jlem. But this has 
not been found to be the case, and. in 
consequence, contrary to the theory of 
our existing law. these grants have often 
proved of great pecuniary value to the 
companies receiving them. This has led 
to a (reneral demand that a direct re- 
Purn should be made to the treasury of 
the municipality, either b}' a fixed rental 
or tax, by a toll upon the carK usinfr the 
streets or by a percentage of receipts 
or profits. This can be Justified only up- 
on a different theory; namely, that a val- 
uable right la granted to the company, 
and therefore Is taken away from the 
public. If such a direct return Is exacted, 
It seems Just, en the other hand, that 
the company, under a .proper agreement, 
should, for a limited period, have the as- 
surance that Its franchise should not be 
revoked through caprice, unreasonable 
hostility or the lure of a higher bid from 
wou:d-be competitors. It Is possible that 
In some municipalities one of these con- 
flicting theories might be more accept- 
able, whereas Jn others the public con- 
venience might be better Fervod by adop- 
tion ol the other. Under existing legisla-. 
tion, there Is no authority to impose any 
tax whatever. I recommend that this au- 
thority be granted. 
The original theory of the street rail- 
ways doubtless contemplated the grant- 
ing of locations In the streets of a single 
town, or.at most In the streets of two 
adjacent towns. But the improvements In 
electrical appliances have led to the for- 
mation ot companies lor operating Hnes 
of considerable length, passing through 
the territory of several towns. In these 
cases, and perhaps In all cases, It Is a 
question whether there should not be the 
right of appeal from the local municipal 
board upon questions of public conven- 
ience to some higher tribunal, such as the 
board of railroad commissioners.

Boston, Jan. 21.—The annual report 


of the state board of education has been 
made public. State valuation of schools 
for 1S95 was 82,545,348,993. The 
num- 


•bc-r of persons in the state May 1, 1895, 
between 5 and 15 was 417,325, an increase 
over the preceding year of 84:17; the 
number of E.H ages (n the puolic schools 
for 1S93-'J6 was 424,353, an Increase nf 
11,400; the average membership, 349,336, 
an increase of 7665; the average attend- 
ance, 321.6S3, an increase of 7U92; the per- 
centage of attendance, 92. The number 
oC puplla In academies was 5994; in pri- 
vate schools, including parochial, Gl,090. 
During the year 12,275 teachers were em- 
ployed, of whom 1073 were men and 11,197 
were women. The men have been paid 
i^n average of $136.03 a month, an in- 
crease of 57.48; and the women J50.30 a 
month, an increase of S1.92. The number 
of schools, according to the popular local 
count, is 4539, a decrease of 31, which Is 
explained by the process now going-on 
of consolidating feeble and' scattered 
rural schools into stronger schools and 
transporting the children thereto.

The text of the bill is as follows: 
"Section 1.—The oicy council of tho 


city of Lowell, and each branch thereof, 
shall have and exercise all the power and 
authority relative to the election or ap- 
pointment oE city officers over the confir- 
mation of appointment to office wiiich were 
vested in the city council prior to the en- 
actment of chapter 415 of the Acts of the 
year 1896." 


Section 2.—"All acts and parts of acts 


nconsistenc herewith are 
hereby re- 


pealed." 


Section 3.—"This act shall take eSect 


.ipoh its passage." 


Eep. Dobbins, who fathers the bill be- 


cause nobody else wanted to do so, made 
a brief speech In which he said tbat the 
object of the bill Is to get the charter 
modified so that it will be acceptable to 
the majority of voters of Lowell, meaning 
tbe republicans of course. 


He claimed the present cuarter Is not sat- 


sfactory and that the voters who cast their 
ballots in favor of Its adoption did so 
without 'A due understanding of the meas- 
ure. 


Chairman Poore of the republican city 


committee followed, claiming that It was 
never intended either by the voters of 
Lowell or by tho framers of the bill to 
jive the mayor the appointing power. 


He further be'ieved that it Wti3 wren; 


to give the mayor tho power. He favored 
the measure for this and other reasons. 


City Solicitor Qua said it was not in- 


tended to (rive' the"moyor t'h'e'appulntinf: 
power, even by the voters, .who adopted 
the aot. 
Ho further stated that tbe deci- 


sion in the Bray va. Yarnum case would 
not prevent an action in case of every 
other official removed if any there should 
be. The aim of the amendment is to ob- 
viate all this trouble. 


Hon. Fisher H. Pearson said he was a 


member of the committee on cities last 
year. He knew how the charter had been 
adopted, knew that It was fully under- 
stood tbat tbe mayor was to have the 
appointing power and that this was the 
leading Issue considered in the municipal 
campaign,each party vying with the other 
in order to secure thut power. . 


He thought It was only just and right 


that the charter as passed by the legisla- 
ture and adopted by the people should 
get a fair trial.

WOLCOTT ON RECORD. 


Hla VlcivH Huve Already Horn6 Fruit ami 


Muy Yet Bring About ChHnRCB In Tbls 
Direction. 
Among the most important and moat 


radical recommendations made by Gov- 
ernor Wolcott in !J!H inaugural was thnt 
referring to the proposition for municipal 
ownership of street railroads. We repro- 
duce it below inasmuch as already it has 
caused inquiry into the subject which 
will probably result In the municipal 
ownership of street railroads and lighting 
plants. It is as follows: 


T1\E esBeni:ial~clllTerericb"between streol 
railway companies and railroad corpora- 
tions lies In the fact that the former have 
the right to USD, In common wltl> cfcher 
citizens, tSS public highways, -whereas the 
latter have the exclusive use .of Uielr 
road beds. In contomplatlon'of law this 
rip-lit to use. the public; ways la grant- 
ed such companies on the sole ground 
that It la for the "Interest of the pub- 
lic" 
that they be allowed so to do: this 
phrase recurring repeatedly In the stlt- 
utes authorizing boards of aldermen In 
cities 
and the selectmen of towns 
to 
prant, refuse, extend and revoke loca- 
tions. In theory, therefore, the granting 
of" a location Is an accommodation to the 
public, and not a privilege or gift to the 
rail-way company; tits franchise bein? 
granted solely for the convenience of all 
the citizen as a method of affording cheap 
and convenient transportation over pub- 
lic ways. Upon this theory, if It is found 
that the right of thus using the streets 
is profitable beyond a moderate return 
upon the capital actually Invested, It 15 
Just to require that the fares be reduced 
or the service Improved. If this remedy 
were proved in practice to be easy oj. ap- 
plication, It -would afford the best solu- 
tion of a vexed prc'jlem. But this lias 
not been found to be the case, and, In 
consequence, contrary to the theory of 
our existing law, these grants have often 
proved1 of great pecuniary value to the 
companies receiving them. This haa led

It Is possible that 
In some municipalities one of these con- 
flicting theories mLffht be more accept- 
able, whereas in others the public con- 
venience mletU be better served by adop- 
tion of the other. Under existing legisla- 
tion, there Is no authority to Impose any 
tax whatever. I recommeud that this au- 
thority be granted. 
The original theory of the street rail- 
ways douotleas contemplated the grant- 
Ing of locations i.n the streets of a single 
town, or at most in ths streets of two 
adjacent towns. But the improvements In 
electrical appliances have led to the for- 
mation of companies for operating llnee 
of considerable length, passing through 
the territory of several towns. In these 
cases, and perhaps In all cases, It is a 
question whether there should not be the 
right of appeal from the local municipal 
board upon questions oE public conven- 
ience to some higher tribunal, such as tho 
board of railroad, commissioners.
